Enrolments increase 
but Board forced 
to absorb cutbacks 


By Judi Armstrong, 
Board chairperson. 


For many of us the recession 
has brought, among other 
things, uncertainty- 
uncertainty about our jobs or 
our businesses. For those in 
education it has brought uncer- 
tainty about funding. 

This year the province froze 
funds to school boards at .1992 
levels and, in some cases, cut 
grants such as those for 
transportation. 

Budgeting in this environ- 
ment of provincial funding 
cutbacks is made more difft- 
cult as we deal with a growing 
board. Each year close to 600 
new students join us. There are 
major costs attached to this 
such as new teaching. staff, 
new classroom space and 
textbooks 

This is happening as we work 

/with diminishing or disappear- 
ing funds. Matters are further 
complicated by the province's 
introduction of ‘social

Last year we knew that 
provincial restraints were not 
a one-time-only event, that the 
recession was not lifting. For 
these reasons, we started with 
reductions in our 1992 budget 
that would have a long-term 
financial benefit. These 
included cutting our advertis- 
ing budget, freezing our 
supplies and services budgets, 
increasing class size and 
lowering mileage paid to staff 
who must travel as part of 
their job 

This year we cut most centr 
al office budgets by three per 
cent, Some of these budgets 
had already been cut and most 
had been straightlined at 1992 
levels. We took some money 
from our reserve fund and 
from a one-time-only govern- 
ment grant to help lower the 
mill rate. 

For the past several years 
we have taken an even harder 
look at our operation to find 
more efficiencies. These are 
some of the things we have 
or are 
considering. ; 

* Staggered school hours in 
the Port Hope and Brighton 
areas of our Board so that one 
bus can make two runs, saving 
us money. This saved us about 
$180,000 in a year. We are now 
expanding this to most areas of 
the Board for a further saving 
of $215,000 

* Talks with the separate 
school board to find more 
areas where we can share 
services. One immediate 
target is transportation 
Through a special government 
grant, we were able to purch 
ase special computer software 
It enables us to map precisely 
every transportation stop. This 
means we can route our buses 
even more efficiently and 
locate areas ‘where it is more 
efficient to share with the 
separate board

The remote Gateway 
consists of a sophisticated 
transmitter-receiver assembly 
and a remote display terminal. 

The terminal, a four-inch 
colour video screen, gives the 
user a list of items from which 
to choose. Additional lists, indi- 
cate what functions can be 
executed. For example. the 
user may choose “telephone” 
from the first list and then 
from a follow-up list, choose 
whether the phone is to be 
answered, dialed or hung up. 


The user simply reads out 
loud the choices made from the 
lists. 

When the prototype of the 
system was tested, research- 
‘ers chose a person with quad- 
riplegia with no functional 
movement from the neck 
down. He moved around with 
the aid of an electric wheel- 
chair and was chosen because 
of his past experience using a 
wide range of- technical aids 
for people with disabilities. 

Results of the initial. test 
were encouraging. Since then. 
a number of alterations have 
been made to the initial design 


and there are plans to market 
the Remote Gateway 
commercially.

Tweed 
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Sewer repairs significantly 
decrease water levels 


by Jeff Wilson 


In its water and sewer 
repair, D.M. Robichaud: Asso- 
ciates located a major leak 
that was adding approximate- 
ly six million gallons of water 
into the system. 

In his presentation to coun- 
cil, Earl Brousseau stated his 
company found a major infilt- 
ration of creek water in the 
sewer line on Livingstone 
Avenue. The infiltration which 
would equal about six million 
gallons of water per year, was 
vividly displayed in a video 
shown to council members. 


The video presented to coun- 
cil last Tuesday, alse-revealed 
a drastic decrease in the water 
levels within the sewer lines in 
before and after repairs foot- 
age. Before repairs the lines 
were three-quarters full, while 
after repairs the video showed 
a decrease to about a quarter 
of the line. 


During the repair work, 
Brousseau said workers under- 
covered a 20.5 ft. segment of 
pus on Livingstone that was 

adly damaged and beyond his 
company’s technology. He 
added that the pipe should be 


‘able to be repaired for about 


$2,000. 

Brousseau said the work 
done should make a “great 
impact’ on the Ministry of 
Environment and the village 
should see significant drops in 
water levels in the next year 

Brousseau suggested the 
village budget about $25 
$30,000 each year for making 
inspection and maintenance of 
“hot spots’’ in- the sewer 
system. He added that over a 
five to 10 year period it would 
make a significant dent in the 
village’s sewer = system 
problems

Parents have a duty to 
instruct their children how to 
be responsible citizens by 
filing an annual income tax 
return as soon as they become 
wage earners. . 

Several hundred thousand 
youngsters are in that categ- 
ory, many of them in the 
process of winding up summer 
jobs. Those who are returning 


to high school to complete their - 


secondary education generally 
stash their summer job earn- 
ings in banking accounts 
Unless they earned a sufficient 
amount of money to owe taxes 
to Ottawa, they're not required 
to file a 1993 income tax return 
Even if the income earned is 
not sufficient to be taxable, a 
return should be filed if tax 
was deducted by the employer 
A refund won't be forthcoming 
unless a return is filed 

However, university 
students may qualify to be 
tax-payers as they tend to get 
better paid summer jobs than 
high schoolers, If that’s the 
case in your family, there is 
some advice you should give to 
your son or daughter. 


First of all, if your student. 


offspring has moved more than 
40 kilometres from home to 
take up a summer job, he ‘or 
she) can clainy moving 
expenses. These expenses can 
only be claimed from income 
earned at the summer employ- 
ment location.’For example; if 
your son lives with you in 


Winnipeg and got a summer 


job planting trees in the British 
Columbia interior, the expense 
of moving to the job site can be 
claimed when he files his 1993 
fax return 

Of course, the lad must ask 
for and keep receipts of his 
travel expenses. Revenue

“Operation Harvest” 


It was code named Operation Harvest the 
culmination of a widespread six-month undercover police 
investigation centred mainly in the Campbellford area 

Wednesday, Sept. Ist. enforcement officers launched a sudden 
sweep. arresting 29 adults and one young offender on drug 
related charges in one of the biggest raids ever mounted in the 
region. Upon completion of the bust, drugs with a street value of 
$600,000 had been seized 

The investigation, which was aimed at foiling street to 
upper-level drug traffickers, utilized the resources of the Toronto 
Drug Enforcement Branch and the District 8 Crime Unit from 
Peterborough. Drugs purchased or seized over the last six 
months included cocaine, marijuana hashish and LSD 

OPP Inspector Keith Buxton said the big bust would put a 
significant dent in the drug trade locally. He said the drugs came 
from Toronto, Hamilton and Montreal 

Police also seized several shotguns and other weapons but no 
one as yet has been charged wilh weapons’ violations 

Twenty-three adults, including 11 eon Campbellford, were - 
charged with trafficking narcotics and a 16-year-old young 
offender faces a similar charge. Two other Hamilton men were 
charged with possession of narcotics for the purpose of 
trafficking and a Marmora woman was charged with possession 

Seven other adults, including one from Havelock and one from 
Hastings, as well as five others from Toronto, were also charged 
in the OPP sweep. Three others were not formally charged.

Much of the future pfant and 
animal research will be.aimed 
in a direction of genetié engi- 
neering of plants and animals 
often referred to as “trans- 
genetic research.”’ 

World-wide capital invest- 
ments by both industry and 
governments. are being vested 
in biotechnology of transgene- 
tic research. Just what is 
inMolved in transgenetic 
research? In its simplest form, 
it is the transfer of genetic 
material from one organism to 
another--from micro- 
organisms to animals or from 
plants to animals. 

The transfer of genetic 
material has tremendous 
economic and social implica- 
tions for future generations 


and farmers, in particular. 
This. genetic engineering 
rocess may well shape the 
uture of agriculture and 
certainly will result in many 
“improved” gains in produc- 
tivity and_quality of our tradi- 
tional food sources. 

The kind of things that are on 
the horizon include the deve- 
PY ete of new crop varieties, 
which may be resistant to 
certain diseases with higher 
Stress tolerance to cold or 
drought. Other research @hy 
lead to the development of 
crops which are insect 
tolerant. 

Even human genes may 
eventually be added to plants 
which could, for instance, be 
designed to produce an inex- 
pensive source of insulin for

. Shooting Into The Wind: 


If your shot is too high into a stiff wind it is referred to as 
‘ballooned into the wind’, and the result is your distance is 
travelling up rather than out t@Vour target. The correct shot to 
play is a lower flight to keep the ball down and out of the faster 
wind above. (also referred to as a knock-down shot) 

To set up for this shot, play the ball back into your stance 
opposite your right foot, then open your stance to-the left a little. 
Your hands should now be well ahead of the ball at address. You 
should feel as though you are going to strike the ball in a 
downward blow; kind of punching it. Try to follow through flat 
and low (closer to the ground as npposed te up in the sky).

* Don't get one disability 
confused with another. For 
example, don’t speak loudly to 
someone in a wheelchair - that 
person has difficulty walking, 
not hearing. 

* If you are speaking to 
someone who is_ hearing 
impaired, keep in mind that 
many hearing impaired people 
read lips. It is important to 
face the person, speak a little 
slower and not cover your 
mouth. 

If you have tried but cannot 
grasp what someone with a 
speech disability is saying, 
don't feel reluctant to ask him 
or her to repeat it. 

* When you have a prolonged 
conversation with someone in 
a wheelchair, sit down so the 

erson’s neck is not strained 
y having to look up for a long 
time 

* Make sure you place a 
wheelchair or crutches where 
the user wants them. Such 
devices don’t do much good if 
they are .beyond the user's 
reach.

Technologies Committee recommends 
receiving Consultation report

Landowners should not sign 
the site access agreements 

under the impression there is a 

| reat chance their land will be 
ound unsuitable during the 
walkover and removed from 
the candidate site list. Both the 
waste management board soli- 
citor Wayne Fairbrother and 
board chairman Tom -Deline 
made the comment during the 
Landfill Technologies sub- 
committee held last Tuesday 
in the Thurlow Township 
Community Hall. 

About 50 people attended the 
sub-committee, which for the 
first time was open to the 
public. The committee were 

resented with a draft of the 

ublic Consultation Document 
on Level 1 to-3 by consultants 
Procter and Redfern. The 
document summarizes the 
process to date, outlines the 
methodology used in Levels 1 
to 3, it deals with the key issues 
raised by the public and 
government agencies and 
addresses the next steps to be 
taken in the process. 

The comments on the site 


access agreements’ came 
during a discussion of next 
steps in the landfill site selec- 
tion process. Both Deline and 
Fairbrother stated that land- 
owners should not be basing 
their decision to sign on the 
surety that their land will be 
removed as a candidate site 
following a walkover. Deline 
said that land can be removed 
from the candidate site list 
during the walkover, but he 
said the chance of this is not as 
great as members of the public 
may think. In further elise. 
sion of the site access agree- 
ment, Deline stated that based 
on past landfill site searches if 
the waste management board 


does not receive permission to- 
‘ conduct its walkover then that 


site will have to be carried 
through all seven steps of 
Level 4. ; 
Members of the public 
suggested the board hold off on 
sending out updated site 
access agreements until an 
exclusionary criteria table, 
which was requested by the 
committee, is released at the 
board meeting next week. The 
committee stated this would 


further delay the process. 

Procter and Redfern stated 
that a full day should be alloted 
to walkover each of three 
candidate site areas, with 
walkovers to be pee by 
the end of October. The field 
investigations, including bore 
holes and test pits on the 
property woul not be 
conducted until the spring of 
1994. 

In the presentation of the key 
issues raised by members of 
the public and government 
agencies, Procter and Redfern 
stated that between 400 and 450 
comments were received. Of 
the comments a majority 
touched on the compensation 
policy: as well as other topies 
ike landfill design and opera- 
tions, verification of findings, 
traffic impacts, alternative 
waste managément (incinéra- 


tion), natural environment 
assessment, Level 2 agricul- 
tural, Level 1 and 2 


hydrogeological.

Most people don’t realize 
that southern Ontario has the 
highest concentration of 
animal rabies in all of North 
America and 50 per cent of the 
people who come in contact 
with rabies are exposed to it by 
their household pets. 

To protect you and your pets 
against rabies, an important 
new rabies regulation has been 
introduced in the area that will 
ensure all dogs and cats, three 
months and older, have regu- 
lar vaccinations. 

The new rabies regulations 
is in effect to protect everyone _ 
and low-cost vaccination clin- 
ics are planned for once a year. 
Veterinarians will reduce their 
fees for these special clinics. 
Clinics will be held at various 
locations throughout southern 
Ontario. 

Dogs and cats will receive an. 
immunization certificate and a 
rabies vaccination ID tag. The 
due date for re-vaccination will 
be marked on the certificate. 

Veterinarians may exempt 
aged or infirm pets from vacci- 
nation providing they are 
confined or restrained to avoid 
exposure to rabies. 

The maximum fine for 
anyone who fails to comply 
with the regulation is $5,000. °°

acres. Paul McCoy, Land 
Management Co-ordinator 
with the MRCA, reports he 
would like to hear from inter- 
ested landowners as soon as 
possible in order that planting 
sites can be inspected! before 
the ground freezes and poten- 
tial sites are covered in snow.

As of October 4, 1993, private sellers will be required to buy a Used Vehicle 
Information Package before offering a vehicle for sale. When potential buyers come 
to view the vehicle, the seller must hand them the information package to read. When the 
vehicle is sold, the seller must give the Used Vehicle Information Package to the buyer 
along with the vehicle documents. 

When the new owner registers the vehicle at a Driver and Vehicle Licence issuing 
Office, the Used Vehicle Information Package must be submitted with the 
other vehicle documents to complete the transaction.

The 
three leopards eating fleur-di- 
lis was conferred on the family 
by Edward III during his 
victorious wars with France. 
The wolf at the top symbolizes 
that the army was used to 
protect the people from wolves 
during the great plague and 
famine. 

Pride in the coat of arms 
prompted the local Hubbles to 
commission a tapestry using 
the design.
